The growth and changes in distri-
bution of our exports of manufactures
during the last decade are well illus-t-at- cd

by figures cover-
ing a few of the more important artic-U- s.

Of iron and steel manufactures,
for example, the exports to Europe in
the fiscal year 1901 were 4 million. In
1911. rl million dollars; to North Amer-
ica, in 1901, 4 million, in 1911, 107 mil-
lion dollars, the growth In exports to
Europe being slight, while tlio.se to
North America more than xloubled. To

'South America the figures for 1901
were 9 million, those for 1911, 30 mil-
lion dollars: to Asia, 9 million in 1901,
IS million in 1911; to Oreania, 9 million
in 19QJ, 19 million in 1911; and to Af-

rica. 3 1- -3 million in 1901. million
in 1911.

Our exports of copper and manufac-
tures thereof are principally to Europe,
the figures having grown from 41 mil-
lion dollars in 1901 to 98 million in
1911, and representing in that year
over 90 per cent of the total exports
of that article.

Of refined mineral oil the exports to
Europe increased from 41 million dol-

lars in 1901 to 4S million in 1911: to
Asin, the second largest market, from
12 million to 19 million, while to no
other grand division were the figures
for 1911 as much as 10 million dollars.
South America, however, being cred-
ited with 9' million, against less than
5 million a decade earlier. Of leather
and manufactures the exports to Eu-ro- je

increased from 21 million dollars
In 1901 to 33 million in 1911: to North
America, to from 3 1- -3 to 13 2-- 3 mil
lion: to South America, from a half
million to 3 milljon; and Asia, from
one-thi- rd million to 1 million.

WILL CUT DOCTORS' FEES.

Physicians Will Lose Millions Be-

cause of Vaccination in Typhoid.

It is now generally admitted by the
medical profession that the most sig-

nificant advnnce thnt preventive med-

icine lias made in the last two yenrs
his been achieved by the practice
of vaccination against typhoid fever,
says the New York Times. It is com-

pulsory in the regular army, and it Is
being adopted as a sanitary measure
by the militia. The procedure lias its
enemies. notwitnst.iiHiintr its nroved
Efficiency, and this has led to hints
of graft in connection with its em-
ployment.

Tills graft talk has resulted in the
compilation of some figures bjthe

j Journal of the American Medical As-- I
sociation. in which the subject is
dealt with under the heading "The
Profits of Estimating
tint militiamen can be vaccinated
against typhoid at a cost of 12 1- -2

cents per man, the statistician says:
'"If the present claims regarding

this method are correct, inoculation
means immunity from typhoid,- - iience
the more inoculation the less typhoid
This being the case, if every person
in the United States were inoculated,
typhoid fever would disappear. The
charge is offen made by those vho
oppose sanitary measures that physi-
cians advocate vaccination on ac-
count of the graft there is in It.

"Let ifs suppose thit typhoid vacci-
nation should become general, that
every person in the United States was
vaccinated, and that as a result ty
phoid fever disappeared. Now would
physicians gain? Let us see. In 190S
there were in the registration area
11,375 deaths from typhoid,- - or 25.3
per 100,000. Assuming that this ratio
holds for the entire country, among
the 91,109,447 inhabitants of the
United States there would be about
23.OG0 deaths from typhoid.

"The mortality rate of typhoid
varies from 12 to 30 per cent. One
death out of every ten cases would
be a conservative estimftte. This
would mean thnt there are about
230.000 cases of typhoid each year. If
the average cost per case for medical
services were $50, the tptal yearly
Income to the medical profession
would be $11,500,000, or 5S8.IG per

year for turn of the ISo.rtoa physicians
in the United States.

"Now, if each man. woman and
child were inoculated against typhoid,
and if such Inoculation were repeated
every ten years, and if typhoid disap-
peared, fiich physician would lobe
$SS per year, and the profession as a
whole would be out $11,500,000 per
year, or $115,000,000 in ' ten years.

"Rut and here conies the graft
physicians would be paid for vacci
nating the people. How much? If
vaccination for typhoid- - becomes as
common as vaccination for smallpox,
and if physicians did as many free
vaccinations as are now being done
by school inspectors, health officers
and others, they could not rei-ei-

on an average more than 10 cents ;m
individual for v.teeination.

"Even if every man, woman and
child were vaccinated, the income to
physicians from vaccinating 91.109,447
people every ten years would only be
$9,110,944. or $911,094 each year. This
would 1h an average of $7 pr year
for (ich physician. Hut he would
lose $SS.4G, his present average in-

come from typhoid, so Hint his net
loss through the introduction of vac-
cination would be $S1.1G per year, or
$S14 in ten years, a total loss to the
entire profession of $10,5S9.S00 a year,
or $105,S9S,000 every Ion years.

"Is it any wonder that physicians
are accused of graft when such glit-
tering ck prospects are
spread before them? This would only
duplicate the experience of the medi-
cal profession in the 100 years which
have elapsed since Jenner's discovery.
It Is safe to say that had vaccination
never been discovered phj,sicians
would today be nyiking $1,000 caring
for smallpox patients where now they
make $1 for vaccination. Vet the ig-

norant and thoughtless still talk about
the graft of vaccination."
